FELLOw CiT1zENS:—At the close of another school year, 
complying with law and usage, the following report of the 
public schools is respectfully submitted :— 


- The success of the several schools has met reasonable ex- 
pectations ; that all of the pupils gave evidence of good scholar- 
ship, and were tardy or absent only for good reasons, is not 
claimed ; but with many punctual attendance, andclose applica- 
tion, commendable advancement was evident. Most of the 
teachers employed during the year have had considerable ex- 
perience: they had received Normal School training. The 
Prudential Committee secured teachers who, without exception, 
appeared faithful to the schools under their charge. 


An Act of the last Legislature, regulating the attendance 
of teachers upon teachers’ institutes, provides that, ‘‘The time 
not exceeding three days in any one term, or five days in one 
year, actually spent by a teacher of any public school in the 
state in attendance upon a teachers’ institute, held in accordance 
with the laws of the state, under the direction of the superin- 
-tendent or public instruction, shall be considered time lawfully 
expended by such teacher in the service of the district where 
such teacher is employed, and deduction of wages shall be 
made for such absences.” 


It is to be hoped that our teachers will avail themselves of 
the advantages of these institutes which cannot fail to be of 
great benefit under such an able instructor as our state super- 
intendent and eminent assistants. 


~~ 
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The close of the school year terminates by virtue of statute 
law, the district system to be succeeded by the town system of 
schools. 


That all of our schools in town have greatly decreased in 
numbers since their establishment, no one will deny. 


That all of our schools have equal advantages, none can 
affirm. 


A fundamental principle of our free institutions is equal 
rights and privileges gauranteed to all; if the new law, impar- 
tially executed, shall upon trial, give to all the scholars in town 
as nearly equal advantages as may be practicable, no person 
can have just cause to regret the change. 


The registers show that the several schools have been 
largely visited during the year by parents and other citizens, a 
practice which cannot be too highly commended. 


District No. 1,—SouTH Roap.. 


Prudential Committee, Enoch T. Harvy. 

Summer term taught by Miss Amelia A. Stevens, . 

This teacher, although not as physically strong as -could 
have been desired, is a teacher of fine attainments and much 
perseverance, faithfully devoting her skill and energies to those 
entrusted to her care. The school appeared well at the close, 
as might be expected, standing as it does at the head of the mee 
in town. | 


Roll of Perfect Attendance,—1r. 


Fall and winter terms taught by Frank B. Chase, of ‘Til- 
‘ton. 


This teacher has taught many schools. He rules in the 
school room by love, rather than with a rod of iron. Several 
classes of the older scholars are well advanced in the acquisi- 
tion of a good common school education, also the younger 
classes passed a good examination.
